Terrible Smash-Up on the Baltimore & 
Ohio Road. 


Collision Between the Fast Express 
and a Freight Train. 


Nineteen Passengers Killed Outright 
or Roasted Alive. 


Ten Bodies of Victims Rescued From the 
Burniag Wreck. 


The Disaster Occurs in a Curve Near Tit- 
fin, Ohio—All the Passengers in the 
Smoker Killed—Brave Work by Farmers 
Near the Scene of the Accident—Identifi- 
cation of the Bodies Recover®d—Meager 
Information From the Railroad Officials 
—A Bad Wreck Near West Springfield, 
Mass.—One Man Burned—Casualties. 


Trrrm, O., January 4.—The fast train on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, at an early hour 
this morning, collided with an East-bound 
freight near this city, wrecking both trains. 
Nineteen bodies have been taken from the 
wreck; more are injured. Three coaches 
are burned. Physicians have gone to the 
scene from here. The weather is very cold, 
the thermometer about 10 deg. below zero. 

PARTICULARS OF THE DISASTER. 

The fast train on the Baltimore & Ohio, 
which left New York about 9 o’clock yester- 
day for Chicago with five coaches and four 
sleepers, all well-filled with passengers, col- 
lided with an Eastern-bound freight seven 
miles east of this city, about 4 o’clock this 
morning. The fast train was about fifty min- 
utes late and was running at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour. Passing Re- 
public, a small station, like a flash, they 
rushed along tothe curve one mile west of 
that town, when suddenly the engineer saw 
the freight train, under full headway, within 
one hundred yards of him. He at once ap- 
2 the brake, reversed but %

each other. To add constefnation to the hor- 
rible scene fire broks out in the Smoking - car 
and soon spread to the other cars. Many 
were killed outright, while others, wedged in 
among the broken cars, were slowly con- 
sumed by the flames. The screams of the 
wounded and dying were heartrending, but 
no assistance could be given until a farmer, 
awakened by the crash, came and with other 
neighbors 
WORKED LIKE HEROES 
to save theperishing. Atthis writing nine- 
teen dead bodies have been recovered and 
they lie burned and disfigured inthe snow 
beside the track. Help was sent from Re- 
public and this cityassoonas the news was 
received. Itisafearful sightand recalls the 
Ashtabula horror of the winter of 1877. Itis 
impossible to give the names of the killed or 
wounded at this time. The cause of the dis- 
aster is as yet unknown. 
IDENTIFYING THB DEAD. 

The total number of passengers on the 
wrecked B. & O. train was sixty-five. Ten 
dead bodies have been taken out and three 
more are believed to be in the ruins. The 
names of the dead, as far as identified,are as 
follows: 

A. C. BARTLEY, Washington, 
WILLIAM FREDERICK, Washington.

A Passenger’s Account. 


TOLEDO, O., January 4.—Mr. Charles P. Toll 

and wife of Detroit, who were in the wrecked 
B. 4 O. train this morning, passed through 
here atnoon. Mr. Toll gives this account of 
the disaster: 

The train was the B. 4 O. Umited express 
No. 5, which left Washington City at 10 a. m. 
yesterday. At 2:05 this morning he was awak- 
ened by being violently thrown from the 
perth. The train consisted of the engine, 
baggage car, One Coach and two sleepers. The 
train collided with an east-bound freight 
which had got stalled a mile west of Republic, 
and eight miles east of Tiffin. The two en- 
gines were utterly wrecked. The coach tele- 
scoped into the baggage car so completely 
that the two cars were completely crushed in- 
to the space of one. The two sleepers did not 
leave the track.

SHRIEKED IN AGONY

struction. The engineer and fireman of the 
freight leaped and saved themselves before 
the collision. The engineer of the express, 
named Eastman, had a leg broken and 
sustained a severe wound in the 
shoulder. His fireman was caught between 
the engine and tender, and died in a few min-

THE TRAIN HANDS’ DISPUTE. 

In the confusion of the wreck, a hot dispute. 
arose among the train men as to the responsi- | 
bility for the disaster. It appeared that the 
freight train was running on the time of the 
express; the engineer was heard to remark that 
he had left the last siding with only thirty 
pounds of steam, and on the upgrade, east of 
Tiffin, his engine went back on him and the 
train stalied. No danger signals were sent out 
ahead and the express, running at full speed 
down grade and around a curve, had no warn- 
ing of impending danger until an instant be- 
fore the collision. 


Official Informatien. 


CHICAGO, January 4.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived at the local office of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company, in this city, which 
said that the express messenger, W. Scott 
Price of Wheeling, W. Va., was killed and 
that two telegraph line-men lost their lives. 
The train was in charge of Conductor Haskett, 
and the passengers were expected to arrive 
here about noon. 

THE SLEEPING-CAR PASSENGERS. 

A Dally News special from Washington says: 
Inquiry atall of the hotels and the Baltimore 
& Ohio ticket offices, and at the 
office of the Transfer Company and 
Omnibus Line office, shows that sleeping- 
car tickets on the wrecked Baltimore & Ohio 
train were sold only to four persons, C. P. 
Toll and wife of Detrok, and Mrs. Fish and 
son, who came to attend the Logan funeral. A 
‘telegram has been received from Mrs. Fish, 
however, stating that they are not injured. 


Meager Official Information. 


BALTIMORE, Md., January 4.—The Baltimore 
& Ohio officials say they have received no par- 
ticulars of the collision at Tiffin, O., except 
that eight persons were killed, of whom five 
were trainmen. 


J. V. Logan onthe Train,

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A BAD WRECK. 


Collision Between a Freight and Passenger— 
One Man Killed. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., January 4, 8:30 a. . 
The ‘‘Modere’’ passenger train from Albany, 
which should have arrived here about 3a. m., 
was badly wrecked at West Springfleld. It is 
reported that it collided with a freight train, 
the wreck taking fire. Several persons are 
reported injured and probably killed. The 
Fire Department has gone to the wreck, which | 
is three or four miles west of here. 


several people were badly injured. but none 
are reported killed. The ‘‘Modere’’ consisted 
of one baggage, one mail, two sleepers and 
several passenger cars and is an express from 
Albany to Boston, reaching here at 5:25 and 
Boston at about 9 a. m. 

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The ‘‘Modoc’’ is the Chicago express, mak- 
ing close connection between Chicago and 
Boston. An axle of ene of the cars on the ex- 
press broke and threw the remainder off the 
track against a freight train that was passing 
on the track next to it, which threw the en- 
gine and tender of the freight train off the 
track. The engineer and fireman of the 
freight was badly injured, the engineer 
being caught between the engine and tender. 
Those most injured on the express were the 
occupants of the smoking car. Conductor 
Chapin of the ‘‘Modoc’’ was badly injured and 
has been brought to his home here. The 
passengers not seriously injured have gone 
east from this city on the ‘‘Gourners’’ train, 
leaving at 8:30a.m. The more seriously in- 
jured were carried to houses in the vicinity 
and are being cared for by physicians in this 
city. The weather is very cold, the mercury 
standing at zero. 

TWO PERSONS KILLED. 

Later reports say that two persons were 
killed, one being burned to death, and ten 
or more seriously injured. All is confusion 
and correct information is hard to obtain. 
Fourteen first-class Chicago and Western mail 
pouches and seventy-three pouches of second - 
class matter were entirely burned. ‘These 
contained much registered matter and were 
destined for all parts of Eastern New England. 
The mails which were saved will be brought to 
this city. Two corpses were on the train and 
one of them was entirely consumed. 

ONE MAN FATALLY INJURED. 

It is now learned that no one was killed, but 
Charies 8. Packard, of Westfield, Mass., was 
injured internally and it is feared he will die. 
About a dozen others were injured but not 
seriously. 1 

_ & CHARRED BODY. 

About noon to-day, while working around 
the wreck the workmen found the charred 
remains ofa man.

Death of a Noted Lobbyist.

Sherrill, one of the best known lobbyists here, 
died this morning of heart disease.

Parrott’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 4.—The Presi- 
dent has commuted to five years imprison- 
ment the death sentence of John W. Parrottof 
Arkansas, convicted of murder and sentenced 


to be hanged January l4. He made the following 
indorsement on the application for Parrott’s 
pardon: ‘‘lam not quite willing to pardon 
absolutely this convict, after his con- 
viction of murder, and after a 
denial of a motion for a new 
trial, based substantially upon all 
the papers now before me. Iam entirely sat- 
isfied that he ought not to suffer the extreme 
—— ot the law, but I do not think that 
when he killed the elder McAdams he was so 
‘driven to the wall’ by the attack of 
his assailants, as to clearly excuse the tak- 
ing of life. I do not believe the convict in- 
vited the attacks, but in considering an appli- 
cation for his pardon I cannot overlook the 
fact that he armed himself and went to 
the place where the man was who had threat- 
ened to kill him before night.

Goschen hesitated long, 
but finally yielded to his own natural desires 
for an important political life position again, 
and especially to the entreaties of Hartington 
who, of course, preferred that another should 
pull the chestnuts outofthe fire. Goschen 
cannot de the leader of the House for physical 
asons, being extremely short-sighted and 
Busky. W. H. Smith is almost certain to 
dave the position temporarily. This saves 
him ffom being extinguished with his 
old friend Cross, who will at last be allowed 
to go out, as will Iddesieigh. Of the Liberal 
peers Northbrook and Lord Morley will prob- 
ably join the Oabinet or War Office. A coali- 
tion is thus definitely formed, but without 
Hartington. Political observers are now 
CALMLY AWAITING ITS COLLAPSE. 

In the meantime, the rift in the Unionist ranks 
is very slowly widening. ‘‘The round-table 
conferences, so called from the allusions of 
Chamberiain’s speech to the harmony which 
might result from four or five men sitting 
round the table, wil! soon begin between Mor- 
ley and Chamberlain, and a friend of each, 
Harcourt sitting as moderator. Chamber- 
lain’s speech at Birmingham was the hailing 
of the home rule ferry. The conference will 
be the boatsent to fetch him. There will be 
no reconciliation unless he consents to be 
brought straight back in it. 


RUSSIA AND GERMANY. 


The Alliance Negotiated and Effected by 
the Two Emperors. 


Special Cablegram to the Pest-Dispatch. 
LONDON, January 4.—The positive reitera- 
tion by M. Blowitz that Russia and Germany 
have signed a definite treaty is accepted gen- 
eraily as having a probable foundation in fact. 
From the start it has been known that the 
Kaiser, who is opposed to war, is even more 
strenuously opposed to allowing his grand- 
nephew, the Czar, to get pitched upon by a 
combination of the powers, Long ago I ex- 
plained the death-bed pledge exacted in 1540 
by his father, which impelled the aged Kaiser, 
now living so much in the memories of his 
youth, to cling to the House of 


Romanoff. It now looks asif he had gone 
over Prince Bismarck’s head to arrange, by 
personal letter with the Czar, this treaty—an 
alliance which alters the whole political situa- 
tion of Europe. Of course until the state- 
mentis confirmed comment will be more or 
less in the air; but the English already discuss 
it as probably true. It is regarded as a griev- 
ous tactical mistake which, while it will pos- 
sibly serve the purpose of postponing war, 
will only make it worse and more widespreac 
when it does come. 
THE SACRIFICE OF BULGARIA. 

The present result will be the complete sac- 
rifice of Bulgaria. Austria thus deserted by 
her powss’ ally will not dare to defy Russia 
single-handed and England and Italy, while 
ready to join in asafe fight, will not budge 
without a lead from Austria. Hence the Bul- 
garians will have to submit and be overrun 
and practically annexed by Russia, unless they 
have the nerve to resist on the bare hope that 
the scent of blood will draw Europe into tne 
struggle, kaiserbunds to the contrary, not- 
withstanding. The probability of this you 
must measure for yourself. As for the rest it 
Will not be easy to rearrange the combina- 
tions so rudely emashed by the two Emperors. 
Apart from Germany, Russia represented the 
two great systems of division of European in- 
terests and prejudices, and on the whole 
pretty fairly reflected both sides together. 
All the rest isin confusion. France, whose 
rock-bed hope has been of joining the Cos- 
sacks with her Turcos, cannot turn elsewhere 
for friends, for Austria dare not move without 
Germany, and England and Italy both distrust 
Frenchamity. Turkey, toe, will unquestion- 
ably now definitely join Germany and Russia. 
The bitterness of this graceless coup will 
arouse Austria, Hungary, Bulgaria and Italy. 
Itiseasy to imagine that there is great de- 
spondency over the thing here because of the 
conviction thatthis procurement of peace in 
Europe means a Russian advance in Asia in 
the spring, which England will have to repel 
alone. In a European conflict she would have 
had allies inthe work of crippling Russia, but 
in Asia it must be a deal. The savage indigna- 
tion with which Katkoff and all the rest of the 
Muscovite war party receive the news of the 
German alliance shows the real object of the 
enmity of these turbuient fire-eaters. But it 
will not be hard to switch them off upon the 
cry ‘‘On to India, and this you will see is 
what will be done. The whole scheme may 
still be undone in a minute by a revolt in Mace- 
donia, or the appearance of Prince Alexander 
in Bulgaria, but these are mere chances.

LONDON, January 4.—Mr. .Goschen’s de- 
cision to enterthe Ministryis in one sense 
historical. It marks the open confession that 
the orthodox Tory brains have failed to sus- 
tain the party, so that when its spokesman is 
drafted out of its ranks by radicalism, it 
must go outside the party to finda substi- 
tute.

and tangled accounts. The fact that Secre- 
tary MANNING is understood to be opposed 
to the lobby bill, while Secretary LaMar 
favors it, is the only apparent reason for 
turning this Treasury affair over to the 
Interior Department. 

Congress, however, hasa right to turn 
from LaMaR to MANNING and to ask the 
latter for his views on a subject which 
comes so obviously within the scope of his 
official duties.

— THIS week the bill collectors begin their 
LABOR IN PENNSYLVANIA. ' | New Year calls. 

HENRY GrorGe contributes to the cur- * 
rent number of the North American Re- 
view an article on the condition of labor 
in Pennsylvania. The primary aim of the 
contribution is to reinforce with fresh ar- 
guments his well-understood position that 
the ills from which labor suffers can be 
oured only by the abolition of private 
ownership in land. Itis unnecessary to 
pay «tention to this feature of the arti- 
cle, but Mr. Gone starts out with an 
interesting presentation of statistical 
fevts which are important as bearing di- 
rectly on the question of labor and wages 
in Pennsylvania, where flourishes to-day, 
according to the eloquent statements of 
protectionist orators, the laboring man’s 
paradise—a land flowing with milk and 
honey for all who toil with their hands. 

According to reports made to the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Statistics iron miners in 
Lehigh, Northampton and Berks receive 
70 cents a day, and engineers from 80 to 
90 cents. In other counties the rate is 
from 75 cents to $1 for miners, and higher 
proportionate wages for engineers. The 
men who toil for such wretchedly low 
wages do not get steady work, and are 
frequently idle. The. highest number of 
days worked in the year by men who get 
70 cents is 265, and in one case the num- 
ber of days was 190. The Cannearz Brorta- 
ERS paid the best wages—$1.10 to $1.15 per 
day; butin the year for which these re- 
turns are given CaRNEGIE’s men worked 
only 119 days, while the liberality of the 
employers prompted them to pay more 
than {t was néoessary for them to pay.

Ely has done the 
public some service in compiling from court 
reports a manual of the railway passenger’s 
legal rights. Why, when, and where may a 
passenger be ejected from a train is frequently 
a nerplexing question for conductofs, and the 
exercise of the right ls certainly humiliating to 
passengers. * i 
Kor instance, itis one thing to prevent a 
drunken or disorderly person "aah a char - 


acter from boarding a train, quite an- 
other to expel such a one after behg lawfully 
on board. 

But having lawtully allowed a (runken man 
to get on board he cannot be exyelled during 
the journey unless he misbehave. 

Then, too, a company may refise to allow a 
passenger to board a train wthout a ticket, 
but if he succeeds in getting moard he can- 
not be expelled for want of a ttket if he ten- 
ders thé legal fare. 

But if you refuse to pay your fare and the 
train has been stopped forthe purpose of 
putting you off, a subsequen/ offer to pay does 
not give you a right to rem nor taxe from 
the conductor the right to »xclude you from 
the car. 

Nor having been put off ® you gain aright 
to re-enter immediately oi tendering either 
the fare or a ticket. You $rfeit your right to 
continue on that train. 

Except that if the trait stops at a regular 
station and before being ejected there the 
fare is offered, the oondutor should receive 
it. 

It is a familiar rule that n case it is lawful to 
expel a passenger it m be done with as 
little violence and forceas possible, and in a 
manner so as not to injup him. 

In some States a statut provides that the 
expulsion must be at i regular station, or 
near some dwelling hase. A violation of 
such a provision makes he company liable. 

You must exhibit or deliver up a ticket 
when properly requestel. You cannot ride 
upon a bogus or improrpr ticket, nor on one 
which has expired, nor on a forged or 
stolen ticket, nor yet onone purchased with 
counterfeit money. An Liinois decision makes 
you liable to expulsion, without redress, if 
you, having no ticket, use to pay fare, even 
though the fare asked be more than the price 
ofaticket. You may beelected for violation 
ot law, or for wilful breiches of any reason- 
able rules made by the @mpany. You cannot 
ride on a ticket purchised with counterfeit 
money, if the company’s agents are apprised 
of that fact. 

Where there is no sum statute requiring ex- 
pulsions to be made atiome regular stopping 
place or near a dwelling, the passenger may 
be put off at any convenient point, except 
that he cannot be expeled where or in a way 
he will be knowingly ex>osed to injury. 

The moral of all this fe to buy a clean ticket, 
providing you can’t geta pass, and then be- 
have yourself.
